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DETAILED ACTION 

The preliminary amendment filed 4-17-01 has been entered and has been fully 
considered. 

Claims 23-32 are pending. 

Election/Restriction 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 23-29 drawn to a method for providing trophic support, classified for 
example in class 424, subclass 198.1. 

II. Claims 30-32 drawn to a method of increasing the number of mammalian 
neuronal progenitor cells in vitro, classified for example in class 514, subclass 2. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-ll are related as processes. The processes are distinct each from 
the other as the processes differ in reagents, steps, functions, outcomes and effects. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for any Group is not required for any other Group, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.

Claim 23 generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising 
distinct diseases as set forth below.

injury.
